WASHINGTON, March 7.— (/P)— 
Selective Service 
advised 
draft 
boards today that only selected 
students in Reserve Officers T rain­ 
ing Corps programs are eligible 
for deferment from the draft. 
Director Lewis B. Hershey sent 
to state directors of selective serv­ 
ice a bulletin explaining the status 
of draft registrants chosen for en­ 
rollment or continuation in the 
ROTC of the Army, Navy or Air 
Force. 
His aides said the bulletin was 
issued partly because many per­ 
sons mistakenly believe a student 
is automatically deferred from the 
draft when he serves in the ROTC. 
Only students especially selected 
by ROTC officials are deferred, 
they said. 
Hershey also 
reminded 
draft 
boards that students selected for 
ROTC training may be deferred 
even if they have already had their 
pi t induction physical examination 
at the time of selection. 
Officials said some draft boards 
were in doubt about this because 
of the Armed Forces agreement 
prohibiting the enlistment of regis­ 
trants after they have been ordered 
to report for their pre-induction 
physical. 
Hershey said 
this 
agreem ent 
“does not apply in the selection of 
students for the ROTC.” 
Ho added that Defense D epart­ 
ment policy "places no restriction 
as to the time of selection or as to 
the Selective Service status of the 
individual to be selected.” 
The Secretary of Defense has set 
the ROTC quota at 114.200 for the 
Army, 69,800 for the Air Force 
and 18,700 for the Navy. 
This means that 38,500 fresh­ 
men are admitted annually into 
the Arm y ROTC. 24.000 into the 
Air Force ROTC and 5,670 into 
Vavy ROTC.
